TOKIO, Jan. 4—Japanese 
captured 


25.000 prisoners at Port Arthur. The 


total number of the 
inhabitants

35,000, of which 20,000 are sick. 


Chefoo, Tan. 4. — Some interesting 


statistics concerning the defense of 
Port Aithur were brought here by the 
flotilla of Russian torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers 
Originally the aimy num 


bered 
H.'.OOO 
Seven thousand ha\c 


been killed: 16.000 are wounded or 
sick, and 8 000 remained in the forth, 
of whom, ho\»e\er, 2000 were unable 
to fight It it, learned that when Gen 
eral Stoess*1! wiote to General Nogl 
regarding the surrender of the fortress 
he said "I nave S.OOO men in the forts, 
and 6,000 of these are able to fight. If 
you do not accept my proposal those 
men \vill die fighting, but it will cost 
you three times their number to kill 
1hem." The numbei of officers killed* 
was proportionately greater thanlnany 
battle known in history. This was 
due to the frequent lethargic condi- 
tions of the men, who. without food 
and without sleep, moved only \\hen 
ordered by their officers The Russians 
fstimatethat the taking of the fortress 
has cost Japan $100.000,000.

RUSSIA RESENTS PEACE TALK 


AS SALT APPLIED TO WOUNDS 


All Classes Unite in Clamoring For Victory in Manchuria 


To Wipe Away Stain of Defeat, 


(By Cable to The Age.) 


St Petersburg. Jan 4.—The flood of 


telegiamt, trom ahioad bringing talk 
of peace aioi'^es only resentment in 
official circles heie. and even many 
liberals, who are urgently pressing the 
government for reforms, aiousod by 
the dieadful story of heroism and suf- 
fering of the Pott Arthur garrison, de- 
clare emphatic-ally against any cessa- 
tion of hostilities until Russia's honor 
is vindicated by a victory in Man- 
churia. Rqual resentment is aroused 
by foreign ciiticisui of General Stoes- 
eel for blowing up the ships in the 
harbor and destrojing the town of 
Port Arthur when h« could no longer 
defend them. 


Accounts received from Port Arthur 


refugees of the straits to which the 
garrison was reduced before it surren- 
dered are almost unexampled. It is 
quite true that some explosives -were 
left wherewith the ships and some 
houses were destroyed; but the ammu- 
nition of many of the forts was abso- 


lut-ejy exhausted. Some had not fired 
a shot for two days before the nego- 
tiations opened. 
The men had been 


living solely on rice for a month and 
many were suffering 
from 
scurvy. 


Even the effeothe soldiers were near- 
ly all wounded. 


General Stoessel's recent reports 


painting the harrowing picture of the 
depleted *.ud exhausted garrison fight- 
ing on hopelessly, were posted on the 
bulletin boards and attracted enor- 
mous crowds, whose grief at the fall 
of the fortress was swallowed up by 
admiration for the heroic defenders.

there were 14,000 sick and wounded in 
the hospitals and 700 fresh casualties 
coming in daily.

Tokyo, .Ian. 4.—The war office has 


made public the text of the articles of 
capitulation of the Port Arthur garri- 
son, signed by the commissioners rep- 
resenting General Stoessel and Gen- 
eral Nogi. A synopsis follows: 


All Russian soldiers, marines, civil 


officials of the garrison and harbor are 
made pitsoners. all forts, batteries, 
Teasels, 
munitions, rate., ai© trans- 


ferred to the Japanese in the condition 
in which they existed a-t noon of Jan. 
3, violation of this clause to opiate 
as an annulment of tli^ negotiations, 
giving the Japanese arrin warrant to 
take free action, the Russian mllitarv 
and naval authorities are to furnish to 
the Japanese army an exhibit of all 
fortifications, underground "and sub- 
marine mineq, a list of military otft- 
ce,rs, of ships and the numbers of their 
crpwa. and of civilians of both sexes, 
Wth their race and occupations; and 
all public properly, as buildings, mu- 
nitions of war, etc , to be left in the 
present position ponding arrangement 
to" 
their transference. 
Officers of 


the army and navj aifi permitted to 
retain their swords and such of their 
personal property as is directly neces- 
sary for the maintenance of life, and 
•with one servant each may, upon sign- 
ing their parole not to take up arms 
during the continuance of the war. 
return to Russia. Noncommissioned 
offlcors and privatPH will he held aa 
prisoners 
For thr benefit of the sick 


and wounded Russians the sanitarj 
corps and the accountants belonpin; 
to the Russian arm> and n a \ v will be 
required to serve under the Japanese 
sanitary corps and accountants for 
such period of Time as may be deemed 
necessary.

Harrowing Accident in Front 


Of City of Hunt- 


ington.

HuntJngtoB, W. Va. Jan. 4. — The 


big towboat Defender, owned by the 
Pittaburg Towboat company, and re- 
turning from Cincinnati, where it had 
delivered a fleet of coal, blew up oppo- 
site this city. In a very few minutes 
the big steamer was a mass of flames, 
the fire even (spreading to the 20 
barges in tow. 
The number of dead 


at this hour la not known, but out of a 
crew of about 28 only 10 or 12 have 
been accounted for, and they are all 
aeriously injured. The boat was in 
charge of Captain James Woodruff of 
Pittsburg. He was hurled into the 
river by the explosion. His Injuries 
are not aerious. Two' dead bodies 
have been recovered.

ican citizen. II N Martiu, formerly of 
Wilkesbiirre, Pa., who for four years 
previous to his death had held the im- 
portant position of superintendent of 
La Bnrrnuca mine of the Southern Pa- 
cific company in old Mexico. 


President Diaz, with commendable 


energy, called out at once the Bleveutli 
battalion, composed of the crack sol- 
diers of Mexico. 
Thinking that there 


wns» no duuger of pursuit or that 
they could not be convicted of the 
murder, the Indians when they were 
overtaken made no resistance, but 
hailed the troops in a friendly manner 
and when placed under guard submit- 
ted readily to examination. Nothing 
was discovered by questioning or by a 
search of the camp. 


Then another method was tried, some 


of the suspected Indians being tortured 
until they agreed to speak, and in this 
manner those of the band guilty of the 
crime were discovered. Thirteen were 
hanged, fifteen others were banished, 
and all the others were imprisoned. 


The murdered mine superintendent 


leaves n widow to mourn his untimely 
death. She resides at present in Wilkes- 
barrc. Pa. Mr. Martin had started out 
on a prospecting tour over the moun- 
tains with two scouts and two team- 
sters and a servant. 


Full detail* of tbe murder were re- 


ceived by bis widow from Carlos L. 
Verdugo, teamster, who says: 


"We left Ortiz on Sept. 7 at 9 In tbe 


morning, the party including Mr. Mar- 
tin, Antonio Encinas, Carlos Verdugo. 
teamster of the wagon, and Ramon Pi- 
neda, his assistant and two scouts. 
Joaquln Bnrcelon and Jose ^aria Mo- 
rales. At 11:30 a. m. the next day we 
ware attacked by about forty Indians 
at the place called La Lista Blanca, 
one and a half leagues from Punta de 
Agua and San Marcial. 


"Upon arriving at a place called El 


Chlilcote, near the place of the assault, 
I called the attention of Mr. Martin to- 
ward n flock of buzzards right in front 
of us nnd over the same road. 


"These birds always follow the Indi- 


ans because the latter always kill ani- 
mals to eat, and the birds follow them 
to take advantage of the refuse of the 
animals. For that reason it was to be 
supposed there were Indians at the 
place I showed Mr, Martin. 


"For the sake of precaution Mr. Mar- 


tin ordered that the two scouts should 
advance about twenty meters from the 
wngon and sent another man to whip 
the mules, he going at the rear guard 
at about two meters distance from the 
wagon. When I called hla attention to 
the fact that there were probabilities 
of there being Indian* at that place I 
tsked him if It would not he better to 
return to Punta de Agua, because If 
they were Indians probably on tb* fol- 
lowing day they would not be theft, ta 
which Mr. Martin replied that It wn* 
better to no abfad and hurry th* 
mitta, Iwcbtnt by passing rapMly 
ttwr* wo*M b* M <Un*rr at all.
